BARON ROTHSCHILD AND THE 
AROHDUKE. 

The Barons Rothschild have once more 
farnished ovidence that while thoy ure 
most sterling in their friendships, they 
invariably manage to get even with those 
who bave intentionally offendsd or slighted 
them. Of sll country places in the 
immediate neighborhood of Vienna, says a 
Vienna letter, that of Reichensu is the 
most picturesque and charmingly situated. 
It is there that the Emperor's eldest 
brother, Charles Lonia, has established hia 
summer residence and spends most of his 
time, and consequently not only s number 
of other archdukes and archdachesses, but 
many leading members of the sristocracy 
have established themselves in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Of course, fat Baron ‘ Natty’ Rothschild 
was bound to bo in the swim, and built 
superb chateau, the grounds of which 
adjoin those of tha Emperor's brother. For 
Bome reason a dispute arose between tho 
two. neighbors about some flowers, which’ 
resulted. in cach of them. isguing orders 
that the other wad not to be admitted to 
their respective conservatories and gardens. 
The Archduke’s influence is preponderant 
there, and it was not long before be 
pucceeded in rendering the position of the 
Baron so uncomfortable that the banker 
determined on leaving the place.
